Before leaving for Europe, Miss Pierce 
said, her father told her to tell her 
mother they could never live together 
again. 

‘“‘He also told me he meant to sue for 
a divorce, but he asked me not to tell 
mamma, and I didn’t,’’ said the wit- 
mess. 

I came home in advance of mamma, 
and I told papa I thought I ought to 
inform mamma that he meant to sue 
for a divorce, but he again bade me 
not to do so. 

“Later papa came to St. Louis. I 
wrote him from Yonkers, N. Y., telling 
that I could not any longer keep the sc- 
cret from mamma. I told her about it 
that day. 

‘Papa said a divorce would be better 
than a separation, because if mamma 
was not divorced she would always be 
hoping to return to him, and that could 
never be.”’

Mr. Beecher testified that he had long 
been a friend of both Mr. and Mrs, 
Pierce, that he had endeavored to in- 
duce Mr. Pierce to refrain from begin- 
ning divorce proceedings, and that when 
he found Mr. Pierce determined to }-ro- 
ceed, he advised Mrs. Pi-rce to permit 
him to obtain a decree bv default. 

“Tt told Mrs. Pierce in a letter,"’ said 
Mr. Beecher, “that if she contested the 
suit. there would be a great scandal, 
but that if she did not contest it, the 
divorce could be obtained without pub- 
licity. I told her that*if it was a JJe- 
fault, the papers would not print much 
about it.

Announcement that the State's inquiry 
will be prompt and thorough was made 
by the Assistant Attorney-General 
Wednesday at Jefferson City to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch, after he 
had considered instances of discrimina- 
tion charged by the Union company’s 
consumers in the Post-Dispatch. 
By compelling a disclosure of the own- 
ership of the stock of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. and the Union Electric Light 
and Power Co., the Attorney-General 
hopes to prove that they have forfeited 
their licenses to do business in Missouri. 
It is believed the legal proceedings 
will show that control of each of these 
corporations is vested in the North 
American Co. 
Such proprietorship on the part of the 
North American Co. would, in the opin- 
jon of the Attorney-General, constitute 
an infraction of the statutes — at 
trusts and combinations. 

Similar Case in Court, 
A case involving similar facts and the 
same legal issues is now pending in the 
Supreme Court.

Craig and Cascade, With 400 
Population Each, Are 
Under Water. 








GREAT FALLS, Mont., April 15.—The 
*lood waters from the broken Hauser 
Lake dam have reached Ulm, 64 miles 
above this city on the Missouri River. 
They will reach here tonight. 

A large body of workmen is engaged 
in building a wing dam to protect the 
Boston and Montana smelter, one of 
the largest in the world, where damage 
reaching into millions is feared. One of 
these men, Carl Ide, fell into the river 
and was drowned. This is the first 
Ceath directly due to the flood, so far 
as definitely known here, but it is be- 
lieved that other fatalities will be 
learned of when reports are in from 
towns which were practically swept 
away. 

The river is strewn with the debris of 
runchhouses and haystacks, and float- 
ing animals, fighting for their lives, 
have been seen. 

Town Is Destroyed. 

The entire village of Hauser Lake was 
swept away, together with the belong- 
ings of the families of 30 employes. At 
Oxbow, the third dam in process of con- 
struction was only slightly damaged, 
but a dozen cabins were wrecked. A 
number of houses in Craig and Cascade 
ard reported to have been washed away. 

The $2,000,000 Hauser Lake dam across 
the Missouri was completed last year 
and furnished electric power for smel- 
ters and manufacturing plants at Hel- 
ena, Butte and Anaconda. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. derived part 
of its power from this source. The 
break in the structure, according to 
Manager Berry, was caused by the 
“buckling of steel plates near the lower 
expansion joint.” : 

Warned, All Escape. 

After the first ‘break was noticed, 
nearly fifteen minutes elapsed before 
the center of the structure gave way 
with a terrific crash. In a few minuges 
%0 feet of the structure had been de- 
suioyed, leaving about 125 feet at either 
eud intact.

It took 100 lashes of the cat-o’-nine-tails 
to compel Convict Tom Quigley of St. 
Louis to divulge the name of the man 
who had been furnishing him with 
opium. 
For several] months Warden Hall was 
aware that opium was being supplied to 
convicts, but he’‘could not ascertain 
the source of the supply. 
Yesterday Quigley, who works in a 
prison overall factory, succumbed to the 
influence of a drug while on duty. A 
search of his person revealed a large 
quantity of oplum. 
He was asked to tell where he got it, 
but he would not “snitch.”” An applica- 
tion of the cat-o’-nine-talls brought 
only the information after the century 
mark had been reached. Unable to 
stand, the punishment any longer, he 
told the name of the man Trom whom 
the drug came. 
‘There is no law against taking drugs 
to the convicts,’”’ said Deputy Warden 
Gilvin, “and the only thing we can do 
is to keep Niewoduski from entering the 
Penitentiary.” 
Niewoduski was not a State employe, 
but worked for the overall factory in the 
prison. 


Thomas Quigley, 28 years old, 
known to the police as “Gray-haired 
Tommy,” was arrested on Oct. 27,.1903, 
after he had robbed the saloon of

ALBANY, N. Y., April 15.—‘‘The hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons who quaff 
Saratoga waters drink a medicine or 
beverage, doctored with salt, citric acid 
and other chemicals, carbonated with 
vitriol and marble dust.’’' This charge 
was made before the Senate Committee 
on Judiciary by Robert C. Morris, for- 
mer chairman of the New York Republi- 
can County Committee, and counsel for 
a carbonic gas company. 

Defenders of the springs confessed 
that in some instances the charge might 
prove well founded, but excused the 
adulteration by saying that this method 
was the only one that could save the 
great national health resort from ruin. 

“One spring gave out in 1890,"’ said 
Mr. Morris. ‘A pump was installed. 
Ordinary water was put into the bot- 
tling house tanks in a private room and 
after the injection of chemicals, it was 
sold to the trade. 

“‘At another spring large quantities of 
salt were delivered, consigned as sugar. 
Cylinders of gas were shipped by a 
Philadelphia company. Carboys of vit- 
riol and boxes of marble dust were used 
to generate gas. There was a fresh 
water spring from which the water 
flowed into tanks. The pipe led from 
these tanks through a carbonator to 


the main spring in the pavilion, where 
the water was served to the public. The 
water was sold as a natural Saratoga 
water. 

“At another spring a_ solution of 
coarse salt and citric acid crystals was 
put into the tanks. This was mixed 
with water und sold as the genuine 
natural Saratoga beverage. 

“A certain spring gave out and an- 
other company put up, in quarts and 
pints, water from their own property, 
Which was labeled as water from the 
former sprnig, and sold to the trade as 
such.”’ 


TRIES TO MIX ART AND 
BUSINESS; -FAILS WITH 
$330,000 LIABILITIES 


Disaster Which Overtakes Roose- 
velt’s Neighbor Involves Wil- 


liam Dean Howells. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—Walter Rus- 
sell, a celebrated painter of child por- 
traits and a friend and neighbor of 
President Roosevelt, went to smash fin- 
anctally today as a result of mixing big 
financial operations with art. He filed 
a petition in bankruptcy in the United 
Siates Court, stating that his debts 
amount to $330,863 and his nominal as- 
sets $28,679. ’ 

For the past four years Mr. Russe}] 
has gone into real estate and building 
operations on a scale that made pro- 
fessional real estate men and builders 
marvel at his audacity and financelai re- 
sources. His pet project was the erec- 
tion of co-operative studio buildings for 
artists, co-operative hotels and co-opera- 
tive office buildings. 

In January last, when experienced 
financiers were husbanding their _re- 
sources, the artist planned to build the 
largest studio apartment hotel in the 
world on Seventy-seventh street, facing 
the Museum of Natural History. He 
purchased a site 100 by 102 feet. The 
building’ was. to cost $2,000,000. In this 
enterprise Mr. Russel had ‘as asso- 
clates Willlam Dean Howells and a 
number of noted artists and literary 
men who had abiding faith in his finan- 
clal genius. 

In December, 1904, Mr. Russell bought 

the Fleetwood Stock Farm at Oyster 
Bay, L. L, near the home of President 
Roosevelt. This farm was stocked with 
pure bred Arabian horses and at great 
expense he undertook to revive interest 
in that breed.. 
He was a welcome visitor at Sagamore 
Hill, and painted portraits of Ethel, 
Archibald and Quentin Roosevelt during 
the summer of 194. His income from 
his portraits Is said to be about $40,000 
a year.

President Says Board Won’t 
Draft Ordinance Until It 
Inspects Fields. 





NORVELL IS INDIGNANT 





Declares It Isn’t Necessary for 
B. P..I1. Members to 
Take Trip. 





Another delay in the passage of the 
a5-cent natural gas ordinance is prob- 
able unless Councilmen Norvell and 
Crunden take matters in their own 
hands and prepare a bill to their own 
liking. 

President O'Reilly of the Board of 
Public Improvemeuts, which was _ re- 
quested by resolution to prepare a nat- 
ural gas ordinance for the Council, fully 
protecting the city’s interests, says that 
the Board will not draft the ordinance 
until it inspects the Kansas and Okla- 
homa gas fields and ascertains whether 
natural gas can be and will be piped 
to St. Louis. 

Councilman Norvell says the Board 
was not reftjuested to ascertain whether 
natural gas will be supplied to St. Louis, 
but only to prepare a natural gas or- 
dinance. He says unless the Board of 
Public Improvements complies with the 
Council resolution, the members of the 
Council will themselves prepare an or- 
dinance. 

Reynolds Expects Delay. 

George V. Reynolds, attorney for the 
promoters of the natural gas company 
that is seeking a franchise to supply gas 
to St. Louis consumers at 3% cents a 
thousand cubic feet, said he expected 
the action of the Council in referring 
the matter to the Board of Public Im- 
provements would cause delay. He said 
he would have his original ordinance re- 
introduced and that he would also ex- 
pect Councilman Norvell to ‘make 
good’”’ with an ordinance of his own. 

Mr. O'Reilly said the Council resolu- 
tion was not forwarded to the Board 
of Public Improvements until 2 days 
after its passage. The resolution called 
on the Board to prepare an ordinance 
in 30 days. 

Councilman Crunden, who acted with 
Councilman Norvell in having the mat- 
ter referred to the Board of Public Im- 
provements, said he had been expecting 
that the ordinance would be ready by 
the time the new session of the As- 
sembly begins next Tuesday. He said 
he could not understand Mr. O'’Reilly’s 
attitude. 

Opposes Junkets. 

Councilman Norvell says he is not in 
favor of any junkets to the Southwest- 
ern gas fields. The investigation of the 
gas fields, he said, is not a matter for 
the Board of Public Improvements to 
take up in connection with the ordi- 
nance.

The’ Americans, 
greatly outnumbered, tried to fight them 
off, but they surged into the yard and 
were overrunning the works, when 
Timekeeper T. C. Sharp drew his revolv- 
er and forced them to retreat. 

The fight was carried to the hills sur- 
rounding the works and to the shores 
of Pittsburg, Lake, to the north, and 
continued until the police arrived in re- 
sponse to a riot call from the company’s 
office. 

The plant employs 1500 men when it 
runs full-handed. It has been an- 
nounced that 100 men will be taken on 
each day until there is a _ sufficient 
force to fill contracts.

Promises to Prove Charge. 

A. R. Johnson, attorney for Lieuf. 
Richards, does not view the battery of 
legal talent arrayed against him with 
any alarm. He maintains that his cHent 
has a perfect case, and that he can 
prove that Mrs. Richards has been a 
wife in name only throughout their en- 
tire married life. 

No intimation has been given of the 
line of defense to be followed by Mrs. 
tichards’ lawyers, but it is re»vorited 
that it will bring out peculiar and inter-

After only a day spent with relatives, 
in the company of hfs brother, Solicitor- 
General J. K. Richards, Lieut. Richards 
left for Washington.

almost nine years, the plaintiff, because 
of the affection he had for defendant, 
renewed from time to time his efforts 
to induce defendant to be his wife in 
fact as Well as in name, but she reso- 
lutely and, when necessary, with the 
utmost vel.emence, refused.”’

Henry Miller, actor: I have never

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SHALL THE LIGHT TRUST HAVE ITS WAY? 

It is to be said in behalf of the St. Louis Light 
Trust that it is sagacious and far-sighted. Un- 
like some monopolies, it makes an intelligent ef- 
fort to escape criticism while holding its own. The 
question is whether the clever tactics involved 
in playing one interest against another will prove 
effective. 

Union Electric and Laclede Gas, both subsidiary 
to the North American Trust, control their re- 
spective fields. To discourage competition they 
resort to various devices, but the most success- 
ful one thus far employed has been the cutting 
of prices to extensive consumers who might be 
inclined to supply their own light and power. 

The City of St. Louis is an important custom- 
er of these companies, its bills last year amount- 
ing to more than $637,000. The contract under 
which streets and public buildings have been 
lighted expires on Aug. 31, 1910, a little more than 
two years hence. If anything is to be done toward 
the creation of municipal lighting plants or in the 
direction of raising up private competition for 
the monopoly it is plain that action must be had 
without delay. 

Monopoly meets this situation as to the city 
exactly as it does similar conditions involving 
large private consumers. It makes or promises to 
make lower prices. In the case of the city it talks 
now of a reduction from $98 to $65 per year for 
arc lights and from $28 to $22 for gas lights. 

At $65 per annum it is estimated that the charge 
for an arc light is at the rate of 3 cents per kilo- 
watt hour, which is about the price made to ex- 
tensive private consumers who have considered 
the advisability of putting in plants of.their own. 
These prices look small when compared with the 
charge made to most consumers, which is not less 
than 12 cents per kilowatt hour. 

The point for St. Louisans in their private and 
their public capacity to consider is whether these 
concessions to certain selected interests and to the 
municipality are sufficient to justify the abandon- 
ment of effort in the direction of securing compe- 
tition. Monopoly usually has its favorites. Our 
up-to-date monopolies, admonished on all sides of 
the dangers confronting them, have learned -that 
they must have many favorites if they would hold 
their ground. 

It appears that in the matter of electric light 
some people have had or are to have exceedingly 
low rates while others are paying now or are to 
pay more than they have done in the past. Per- 
haps it is at this point that monopoly has over- 
reached itself. 

One happy thought of the trust was to de- 
vise the “readiness to serve’’ charge by means of 
which many small consumers are to pay whether 
they use the current or not. Another inspiration 
was to urge the atceptance of new contracts upon 
consumers with the assurance that they provided 
for lower rates which did not materialize, the 
new system of computation making the cost very 
much higher. 

Conditions such as these, which seem pretty 
well calculated to distourage competition, would 
be almost incurable were it not for the relief that 
may reasonably be expected from the courts. The 
principle has been well established that the 
charges of public service corporations must be 
reasonable and equal. This idea underlies every 
law and every decision relating to long hauls 
and short hauls and to railway rates and re- 
bates. 

The legal question thus presented is worth vig- 
orous prosecution, but are we to understand that 
the inducements offered by the monopoly to the 
city and to powerful individuals have been suf- 
ficient to destroy every prospect of competition? 
The next session of the Municipal Assembly be- 
gins on the 21st of April. Will that body move 
promptly and intelligently for the correction of 
what is manifestly a great wrong? 

Under the Cooper law the city has the power to 
regulate such rates as these. In the hands of 
a capable commission supported by an honest As- 
sembly public service corporations would not ven- 
ture to bribe one man and oppress another. If the 
municipality or an individual from whom they 
feared competition were given a 3-cent rate they 
would not charge the great body of private con- 
sumers 12 cents. They would carry on their busi- 
ness justly or they would soon find better men in 
their places who would be content with fair prices 
and reasonable profits. 

In this as in most other things public opin- 
ion must be depended upon for reltef. The first 
appeal should be made to the courts. Secondly, 
there should be a demand upon the Municipal 
Assembly for the immediate appointment of a 
Public Service Commission. Lastly, there 
should be a proclamation that no bribe offered 
to the municipality in the form of cheap rates 
for itself will justify it in turning over thou- 
sands of private consumers to the rapacity ‘of 


a monopoly.

ASSOVER, the commemora- 
3 tion of the escape from bond- 
age in Egypt, begins Wednes- 
day evening and continues eight 
full days. During this period or- 
thodox Jews eat no leavened bread 
and use no dishes or kitchen uten- 
sils which are used on the other 

days of the year. 


PART II. 


ASSOVER eve found the Hurvitz 
family in holiday attire. There 
was an air of joy and festivity in 
room, but it was felt more 
so in the dining room, where the 
family sat around the table. At 
the head sat Reb Yankev dressed in 
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his snow-white kittel (a long garment 
worn on important religious’ occasions 
and used as a shroud in case of men). 
The black velvet skull cap rested on his 
head like a crown. Reb Yankev was 
aware that at the seder each Jew is a 
melech (king), and his manner was in- 
deed that of a monarch. His every 
movement was dignified and imposing. 
Malka~Bashe, his wife, who sat at the 
opposite end of the table fairly sparkled 
with happiness as she gazed upon her 
children and their father. She was in- 
aésd a malke (queen) through her off- 
spring. 

The table was decorated with the best 
silver and plate ware and special koises 
(Passover wine cups). Many of the ob- 
jects on the table could tell tales of a 
different time, a different land and a 
different clime. There were heirlooms 
of glass, silver and brass, made precious 
by service rendered to two or three gen- 
erations on both sides of the family. 
They were connecting links, as it were, 
between those who remained in Russia 
and those who had found a newer and 
better home. 

The festive board was arranged in 
keeping with the customs and traditions 
of the Orthodox Jews. On a special 
plate were three matzos (unleavened 
bread) symbolizing the haste of the chil- 
dren of Israel in leaving the house of 
bondage, making their fligh:. without 
waiting to bake their usual leavened 
bread. The matzos were covered with 
a beautiful, embroidered cloth used only 
from year to year for this purpose. Or 
the right side stood a large bottle of 
wine to be used for the consecration of 
the holiday. Reb Yankev was particu- 
larly glad this year, as he had procured 
wine from the Holy Land. At least four 
cups of wine each person had to drink 
in the course of the seder night. It was 
' g0 prescribed in Mishnah, where it ‘s 
written that even the poorest Jew should 
drink no less than four cups in order to 
gliadden his heart in the remembrance 
of ihe escape of Israel from slavery. In 
the course of the ages legends grew 
around the origin of the four cups.. One 
of these legends insists that they are 
consumed in honor of Abraham, the 
friend of God, of Moses, the Lawgiver, 
to Israel, the people which lives on in 
spite of hardships and persecution, and 
the fourth to the future which is to 
bring complete liberty to all the Jews. 


A few sprigs of parsley and some salt 
water were en the table as a reminder 
that the Jews were an Oriental people, 
this being a favorite dish in the Orient. 
The parsiey also offered the opportunity 
for thanksgiving for the products of the 
earth. The morer (bitter herbs), a plece 
of horseradish, symbolized the suffer- 
ings of the Jews in the land of the 
Pharaohs. A small dish of haroises 
(mixture of scraped apple, almonds, cin- 
namon, wine and raisins), the color of 
which was reminiscent of the clay used 
by the children of Israel in making 
bricks in Mizraim. A roasted, chicken 
bone served to recall the days when the 
Jews had. a temple in Jerusalem and 
proffered burnt offerings. That the Is- 
raelites in their’ joy over their escape 
from bondage may not forget the de- 
struction of their temple, a roasted egg 
was added, this being the first food giv- 
en to mourners. 

Each member of the family wore 
something new. The smaller children 
seemed very much pleased with thelr 
new suits, and were really glad to keep 
their hats on in compliance with the re- 
quest of their father, who did not want 
them to sit bareheaded at the table ‘‘as

The first and last two days are 
spent without work which is per- 
mitted on the intervening four days. 
Passover eve (Wednesday) and the 
evening of the first day (Thurs- 
day) are known as seder nights, 
when the story of the deliverance 
of the Jews is told to each fam- 
ily by the head of the house.

home.”’ 

After the first cups were filled, Reb 
Yankev made the kiddush (consecration 
of wine), thanking ‘‘the Lord for creat- 
ing the fruit of the vine to gladden the 
hearts of men.”’ This done, he gave 
each one at the table a piece of parsley, 
which was eaten after blessing ‘‘our 
King for creating the fruit of the 
earth.”” Reb Yankev next broke off 
half of the middle matzo on the plate and 
hid it under the pillow on which he 
leaned his back, symbolizing that he was 
no longer a slave, but a free man, who 
could lean on soft cushions while par- 
taking his meals. 

Then he motioned to his wife and chil- 
dren and they stretched out their right 
hands toward the plate of matzos, ralis- 
ing it a little, and read in unison the 
Aramaic words which were puzzling to 
the children and women folk: ‘“‘This is 
the bread of affliction, eaten by our fa- 
thers in their need. Let those whom 
God in His mercy has freed now remem- 
ber those who are still oppressed and re- 
solve to aid them with all their means. 
Let whosover is hung come and eat. 
Let whosoever is in want come and cei- 
ebrate the Passover with us."’ This was 
followed by Abe, the youngest son, ask- 
ing the four kashes (questions). He had 
worked hard to learn them in Hebrew. 
and although the words in which he ask- 
ed were strange to him, he understood 
all, as his rebbe (Hebrew teacher) had 
explained what they meant. He began 
in. a singsong tone: 

‘Ma nishtanu’ aloilu azei me _ ko; 
olei lois?’’ (Wherein does this night dif- 
fer from all other nights’). The table 
had in fact been so differently arranged 
to excite the curiosity of the children 
that they may ask questions. For it is 
written in Exodus: “If your son should 
ask you what this all means, tell him 
that our God rescued us from slavery 
with a mighty hand.”’ 

When the child was through with his 
questions, Reb Yankev began in a semi- 
Oriental chagt the story of deliverance 
in the original Hebrew: 

“Avodim huinu le Parah b’Mizraim’ 
(Slaves were we to Pharaoh in Egypt). 
While he knew the Haggadah by heart, 
Reb Yankev read slowly and care/ully 
and in the same tone as he had hearé 
his father read. Here and there he 
stopped to explain things in the Yiddish 
to make sure that his family unJerstood 
the Passover story. He grew enthusias- 
tic as he toiu of the miracles performed 
by the God of Israel, of the ten plagues 
visited upon Pharaoh to exact from 
him the release of the Jews. He related 
the way the Jews took their dough with 
them and left the house of bondage 
without waiting to bake it, and told of 
the significance of the various herbs and 
eatables on the table. 

Though the story itself as related in 
Exodus is short, a number of other 
things were added to it in the course 
of centuries, There are poems, psalms, 
praises to the Liberator of the once en- 
siaved people, songs of joy and hope. 
It was rather late when the first part 
of the seder was over. But Reb Yankev 
did not care. He knew that the proper 
way was to prolong the ceremony until 
“the time for morning prayer,”’ but not 
wishing to rob his children of too much 
of their sleep, he finished the first. part 
at 10:30, intending to extend the sec- 
ond part after the meal to his heart’s 
content. After passing to each mem- 
ber of the family some morer, haroises, 
parsiey and egg, Reb Yankev made a 
quiet signal for the meal to be served. 

When the feast was over and grace 
said, Reb Yankev motlored to his 
youngest son to open the door for the 
Prophet Elijah, for whom a special cup 
was filled. To his great surprise, when 
he uttered the words: ‘“Boroch habu 
Rebbe Eliyuhi,"” a gray-bearded Jew. 
oressed in black, slipped into the room 
quietly and sat down on the chair left 
vacant by the boy. In his bewilderment. 
Reb Yankev did not at first recognize 
the man. 

A hand was stretched out to him and 
from the lips of his friend came the 
greeting: 

“Peace be unto you.” 

“And to all Israel,” answered Rét 
Yankev. ‘‘What brings vou here on this 
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night and at this hour, Reb Leibish? 
“IT came to do a great mitzva.”’ 
‘“‘Have you found a Jew who has no 
matzos? Tell me quickly and I shal! 
scnd some of our own this very minute.”’ 
‘No. There is a Jew in the city who 
is in greater distress.’”’ 

‘“‘Was there a fire and did anyone re- 
nsain shelterless? Be quick about it. 
Tet us do what we can for our unfor- 
tunate brother.” 

“A fire there was and still is, but no 
one is shelterless. It is the kind of fire 
which consumes the heart and troubles 
the mind.”’ 

Keb Yankev opened his eyes wide in 
wonder. 

‘I cannot understand what you mean, 
Reb Leibish.”’ 

‘Your Reizelle could tell you better 
tnan I. Young women and young 
men’’—— 

“Is that what you mean?’ Reb Yan- 
kev waved his hand. “I was so sur- 
prired by your unexpected entrance that 
I did not realize what you meant by 
your words. I am sorry it is the fire 
for the wrong man that’’—— 

“No, no, Reb Yankev, you are not 
charitable to the young man. It has 
becn said by our sages that we must 
be charitable.”’ 

‘Does he abide by the words of our 
sages?”’ 

“Suppose he does not, would it be 
right for you not to abide by them? I 
can assure you that he does abide by 
wlat our sages said.”’ 

‘Is this the reason he never even vis- 
its a synagogue?” 

“Our prophets have said that it is 
not words but deeds that count, and 
Simon is a doer of deeds.”’ 
‘Deeds! The deeds of an apokores, 
a blasphemer, an’’—— 

“Please, Reb Yankev, do not lose your 
temper. Kas iz avoide zure (anger is 
like idol worship). I assure you he Is 
rot a blasphemer. I have never heard 
him say a disrespectful word about 
our faith or about our traditions. It is 
true he does not come to the syna- 
rogue. Believe me, I would like te see 
him in our house of worship, for I 
love him. I know what a heart he has, 
cn4i I tell you he has a Jewish heart, a 
real Jewish heart. I never came to 
him asking help for this or that per- 
son without getting a fine neduve (do- 
nution) from him. If all our gevirem 
(nfluential rich persons) who come reg- 
ularly to the synagogue would as 
willingly and readily help the poor as 
Simon does, the less fortunate in our 
e'ty would not suffer so much, After 
ail, you know, it w written tn our 
eccred books that charity rescues even 
from death, which means that charity 
is a great virtue. Simon has that vir- 
tuc.”” 

“But were it not better if he actually 
did, as his fathers before him, observe 
the faith handed down to him by his an- 
cestors?”’ 

‘‘Maybe it would be better if we had 
twenty thousand dollars each, but we 
have not. It is not a question of what 
would be better. The fact is, Simon ts 
a nice young man, he has a Jewish 
heart, loves to aid the poor, can make 
a good living, is honest, and he loves 
your daughter. That she loves him in 
return you know well enough. I wish 
you permitted him to come to your 
house. If you .knew him well you 
would see that he is the kind of man 
who makes a good husband.” 

“If he came here he would mock 
Jewish customs. If he would find me 
praying, he would laugh.”’

Kev.”’ 

Rose’s father remained thoughtful a 
few minutes. He seemed to consider 
the words of his friend. He finally 
said: 

“That you may not think me hard- 
hearted or obstinate, I will follow 
your advice. Can you tell him for me 
that I wotkld like to have him as my 
guest at the seder tomorrow night?” 

Reb Leibish nodded ag he took his 
friend by the hand and pressed it. 

“Now let me help you finish your 
seder. It is time to sing the joyful 
songs. We have gone over the sor- 
rows and troubles endured by our an- 
cestors in the house of bondage.” 

The two friends proceeded’ to sing 
the songs which gladdened the hearts 
of the oppressed children of Israel for 
generations. The same melodies 
which passed the lips of the Jews in 
their darkest days, in the countries 
where they were degraded and perse- 
cuted, flowed now from the lips of 
these men, living as free citizens in a 
country where liberty was guarding 
them from evil and oppression. 

When that part of the evening's 
ceremony was at an end, the two 
friends sat down to read psalms until 
dawn. when they could begin their 


morning prayers. 
. 


Reb Yankev was so pleased with the 
behavior of the young man whom he 
had always considered a blasphemer 
that he changed his mind about him. 
Simon had studied, in his childhood, 
enough Jewish lore to be able to talk 
about it with the father of his beloved 
during his frequent visits. The mutual 
esteem which grew up between the 
two men removed the only obstacle in 
the way of the lovers.
